and guests, It is my distinct pleasure to address the 
Class of 98, the 32nd graduating class of Harry Ainlay High 
School. 

Graduations are high points, watersheds, if you like. 

They are points that give us perspective from which to look 
both forward and back. Tonight you look back to the road 
travelled through the last 12 years of schooling. During that 
time, you have rapidly increased your understanding of the 
world. This will be a life long journey. Recall if you will, 
that far off day when your parents first sent you off to 
kindergarten or grade one. How long ago it all seems to you, 
how short a time to your parents. How much change has 
occurred in the intervening years. How much you have 
: changed both mentally and physically. 
a For some of you, formal schooling began in the 
neighbourhoods close to Harry Ainlay, for others it began in 
places elsewhere in Canada, and yet for others, it began in 
countries and cultures quite different from those that sur- 
round us in south Edmonton today. Whatever your educa- 
tional beginnings, public education brings us together. 
Harry Ainlay has brought us together and given us a shared 
experience that after tonight will become a memory. 

Harry Ainlay is a microcosm of the modern Canada. 
Bold, strong, young, dynamic, active, exciting, culturally 
diverse, constantly redefining itself; but always defining 
itself as a place that values the hard work and perseverance 
that is required for meaningful achievement. You have each 
benefited from and contributed to what is the Ainlay expe- 
rience. In my first meeting with you in the fall of 1995, I said 
that whatever you are is what Harry Ainlay will be. I believe 
this is born out in the nature of school climate and culture that 
we see in the hallways of Ainlay today. You are a serious, 
hard working group who put student achievement in a 
perspective with balance, humor and basic humanity. You 
understand the importance of maintaining the human con- 
nection and the dedication to service to lead and build 
positive bridges throughout the community. 

This class has been active in the multitude of func- 
tions that make the high school years busy, active and fun. 
This class has made a major contribution to developing

One thinks of the recent successful Blood 
Donor Clinic and other good works such as warm clothing 
drives for the less fortunate. These are clear messages that this 
is aclass that not only has the skills and talents to work in their 
Own interest, but the compassion and determination to make 
a direct contribution to the betterment of the community 

In my own reflections, I see that during the last three 
years you have experienced a good deal of the range of what 
life has to offer - and you have experienced it together. For 
good or ill these three years are part of your common heritage. 
To some extent, Ainlay has made its mark on you, and you 
have impressed your mark on it. 

Together with the staff, you have planted - and shared 
- the seeds of thought, of reason, of respect, of hope, of 
optimism. 

Together you have reaped - the rewards of hard work 
- of challenge - of dedication - of perseverance - of honesty - 
of increasing confidence - of tolerance - of understanding. 

You have shared laughs together - and at times you 
have shared tears, sometimes separately, and sometimes to- 
gether. 

In all that you have done together, your intention has 
been to accentuate the good and the correct, you have learned 
to confront the evil, the harmful, and the hurtful. That you 
have not always succeeded, that at times you may have 
misunderstood, or been misunderstood, is itself part of educa- 
tion, and you must draw from it what lessons you can. 

You have learned to dance and celebrate your similari- 
ties and your differences together. 

You have learned that there is a time to mourn. No 
class spends three years together without a share of tragedy 
visiting some and affecting many. One thinks at a time like 
this of lessons in personal courage exemplified by Peter Jang 
whose bravery was such an inspiration to this class. 

You have put aside a few illusions of childhood be- 
cause the late teenage years, and therefore high school, is 
where you must adjust to the realities of the adult world. And 
you are still in that process. 

But, most of all, during these years, you have out 
together the basic fabric of the young adult, and you will 
continue this process, with other mentors, in other contexts, 
and under other influences - and that is the excitement of the 
future. For while a part of this evening is about reflection, 
another part is about looking forward. 

And it is to the future that I now turn. Your theme this 
evening is Live the Dream, and from that I have every faith 
that you will make your dreams a reality. American poet Carl 
Sandburg said, " Nothing happens unless a first dream." The 
Ainlay experience has given you what it can. You must carry 
on from here. We believe it has provided you with one of the 
top academic preparations in western Canada, it has given a 
wealth of experience in meeting, working and playing with the 
citizens of 21st century. It has given great opportunity and 
fulfillment in fine arts, work related experiences, athletics, 
and service to the community. It now remains for you to go 
your separate ways and exploit the potential of that broad 
educational experience. 

Speaking on behalf of the staff at Ainlay, we have 
certain wishes for your futures - we wish you much love and 
friendship, no casting of stones, no war, much peace, and a 
great deal of purpose. May you always dream dreams in 
sunshine and good fortune, and may you always "Live the 
Dream."
